Thirty-eight Kentucky dairy cowe 
including 14 Jerseys and 24 Holstelus 
owned by 18 dairymen in 12 different 
counties of the state ,won a place for 
themselves on the December honor 
roll of tho state by producing record 
amounts of butterfat In teats conduct- 
ed during the month by the College of 
Agriculture according to an announce- 
ment by J. J. Hooper, head of the col- 
lege dairy department. 

Twenty of the animals on the De- 
cember Hot are on yearly test and pro- 
duced more than three pounds cf but- 
terfat during the two days that they 
were tested. Sixteen of the remaining 
cows were Holstolns tested for seven 
days, while the remaining two were 
Holiteim tested for 30 days. 

Oakwood Segis DeKel Johanna, 
Holstcin owned by tho Kentucky Hol- 
sieln Farm, Bardstown, waa the lead- 
ing animal among those tested for two 
days. She produced 6.95 pounds of 
butterfat during that time. Lady Ham- 
burg, owned by W, O. Ashurst, Oeorge- 
town, was the leading Holstein among 
those of the seven-day teat, with 
record of 22.74 pounds of butterfat 
during that time. Meadow Holm, own 
ed St. Rose Farm, Springfield, was 
the highest producing Holstein among 
those on the 30-day test, this animal 
having produced 63.44 pounds cf but- 
terfat during that time. 

Washington county had eight cows 
on the list, Oldham, Nelson, Mason and 
Boone four each, Shelby and Jefferson 
three each, and Fayette, Scott and 
Campbell two each. Kenton and Gal- 
latin countlca each had ono cow on the 
December llBt.

Over Seven Million Ponuds of 1M1 
Crop Sold During December 
At *83.25 Average. 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 16. _ Due to 
tho delay in completion of the organ- 
ization of the Burley Tobacco Grow- 
ers' Co-operative Association, made 
necessary by inability to operate until 
the organization was legalized, sales 
of burley throughout the district In 
Kentucky were comparatively small 
during December, according to the 
monthly report of sales of tobacco 
sued here by Commissioner of 
culture, W. C. Hanna. The total sa 1 
of the 1921 crop were 7)466,199 pou 
at an average of $23.25 a hundred, and 
of the 1920, or previous year's crop 
6,491,212 pounds at an average of 
$14.95. 

One of the features of the- month's 
snles of burley was the large amount 
of the 1920 crop which came onto the 
breaks during the month. This, It Is 
said, verifies reports given clrculetion 
last year that many farmers were 
holding back 'their crops, for during 
December growers sold a total of 2,- 
007,320 pounds of the 1920 crop at an 
average of $20.24. Dealers sold 2,084,- 
275 pounds of the 1920 crop at an av- 3 
erage of $r Oft and resales of this 
crop totaled 2,399,617 pounds at'^an 
average of $13.10. 

The sales of the 1921 crop by grow- 
ers totaled 5,177,714 pounds at an 
average cf $21.96 a hundred and by 
dealers 1,800,685 pounds at an average 
of $27.53 a hundred, while resales 
were 477,800 pounds at an average of

At the rate of 100,000 every minute of the tweiitv-four hours ci- 
gars aiut cigarettes am coiuumed i ntho l uited States, staitisteians, 
tind. in nine eases in ten those who discard 100,000 cigar and cigar- 
ette butts every minute think little about the possibility of destruc- 
tive conflagrations resulting from burning butts coming into contact 
with combustible niatrials. 

How many billions of dollars worth of property has gone up in 
smoke as a result of the carelessness of smokers nobody knows. Ke- 
ports indicate that about 40 per cent, of forest fires in som eof the 
western reserves are caused by cigarette or cigar butts. 

A camp fire is a recognized source of danger which, as such, is 
considered by the camper. But often the same camper omits to see 
that the butt he cases aside is "dead." 

In each pacckage of cigarettes a Canadian manufacturer puts a 
small red slip on which is printed : 

Please don't throw away a lighted cigarette. See that it is dead. 

Lighted tobacco and matches are especially destructive to forests. 
. Living forests mean liberal employment; dead forests employ 
nobody. 

Don't be responsible for a dead forest. 

This caution is printed as a contribution to the forest conserva- 
tion movement. 

There is no skyscraper conservation movement ; no organization 
for the conservation of ceity blocks, public buildings, stocks of mer- 
chandise, lives of citizens, which may be wiped out by fire despite the 
best efforts of fire fighters. But would not the emulation of the Cana-. 
dian example be highly constructive propaganda in America? 

Might it not reduce appreciably the enormous fire losses which 
are paid by eevery payer of premiums for fire insurance? 
A Some time ago The Courier-Journal was taken severely to task 
by- a representative of a great American purveyor of smoking to- 
bacco in its various forms for saying that many fires were caused by 
discarded "live" cigarette and cigar butts. 

The writer of the protest asserted that a flame was necessary 
ordinarily to ignite fairly ccombustible substances. Hehad tried, he 
declared, to light a eamp fire with a cigarette butt, and could not 
light it. A match applied to the same material lighted it instantly. 

"Is The Courier-Journal opposing smoking?" he asked, irrelev- 
antly, and irritably. 

At any rate the Canadian manufacturer who distributed caluable 
propaganda with each package of cigarette is not opposing smoking. 
He is advicoating what should be ordinary caution to prevent de- 
struction of property.— Courier-Journal. 



THEY CAN'T CO UP FOREVER 

According to Government figures, the cost of living in Chicago 
dropped 18.3 per cent, between June, 1920, and September, 1921. 

The decrease in the cost of food was 31.2 per cent, and in the cost 
of clothing 38 per cent. The general decrease in the cost of living 
would have been much greater except for an increase of 38 per cent, 
in rents. 

These figures have not served to enthuse people in Chicago .over 
a recent announcement that there will be a further increase of about 
per cent, in local taxation for 1922. So large an increase in taxes 
means an increase in rents, even when landlords are conscientious in 
their demands. And some landlords have not been conspicously con- 
t FCcientions in this direction during the past two years.

\ spenders think in millions— but the taxpayers still have to 
money in nickels and dimes and dollars. 
fh*e increase in the tax burdens of the American people during

Our problem of municipal taxation in Cincinnati is different from 
that of many American cities, because our city government has not 
had a free hand financially fo rten years. The Smith Law has forced 
economy, so far as the ordinary running expenses of the city govern- 
ment are concerned. But even in Cincinnati there has been a great 
( in taxation for the schools and county, and the crazy ten- 
issue bonds for all sorts of purposes has had an inevitable 
'striking effect upon the tax rate. 

The papers are carrying advertisements of bread at pre-war 
nces. T|ere have been striking reductions in other lines. Prices 
really c\ming down. Sooner or later the cost of government in 
aeral will have to come down, too.— Commercial-Tribune.

PULLETS HATCHER EARLY 

BOOST THE EGA PROFITS. 

Kentucky farmers can increase the 
profits from their poultry flocks by 
having their pullets hatch early this 
spring in order for them to start lay- 
ing next fall and winter when eggs 
aro high priced, according to sugges- 
tions being made by members of the 
College of Agriculture poultry depart- 
ment The first hatch should be out 
by March 1 and the last one not later 
than May 1 in order for farmers to 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
have winter eggs, the poultry-men say. 

Fresh eggs are highest In the late 
fall and winter because hens stop lay- 
ing then to molt and grow u new crop 



of feathers, the poultrymen have 
pointed out In their suggestions. As a 
general rule, the supply of eggs con- 
tinues to slump during that period of 
the year until the pullets, begin to lay. 
By having tho pullets hatch early In 
the spring, they will begin to lay when 
the hens are molting. 

Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes and 
Rhode Island Reds begin to lay when 
about seven months old. Leghorns, 
Minoreaa and hens of the lighter 
breeds begin when about six months 
old. 

Another advantage of early batch- 
ing pointed out by the poultrymen Is 
the fact that surplus cockerels from 
early bstches sell for high prices as 
broilers. 



The following statement is issued 
fy .Collector of Internal Revenue. Rob- 
ert H. Lucas, District of Kentucky. 

Forms 1040A, revised and simplified, 
for filing individual returns of in- 
come for the calendar year 1921 of 
$5,000 and less will be vallable Wed- 
nesday, January 18 at the office of 
Collector of Internal Revenue, Louis 
ville, and the following branch offices: 
Lexington, Covington, Ashland, I'adu- 
cah and Owensboro. A copy will be 
mailed to taxpayers who last year 
filed a return, but failure to receive 
the form doeB not relieve a taxpayer 
of his obligation to file a return on 
time — on or before March 15th. 1922. 
The form ha.s been reduced from six 
to four pages, two of w hich are devot- 
ed to instructions which should be 
carefully read by the taxpayer before 
filling in tho blanks. A study of these 
Instructions will greatly lessen diffi- 
culties heretofore encountered In cor- 
rectly making out the returns. 

On page 1, undor the head of "In- 
come" are spaces for reporting the 
following items : salaries, wages, com- 
missions, etc.; income from partner- 
ships, fiduciaries, etc.; rents and roy- 
alties; profit (or loss) from business 
or profession; profit (or loss) from 
sale of real estate; profit (or loss) 
from sale of Btocks, bonds, etc., nnd 
other Income. Beneath are spaces for 
entering deductions, such as interest 
and taxes paid during the year; loss- 
es by fire, storm, Bhlpwreck, or other 
casualty or by theft, contributions, 
bad debts, etc. 

On page 2 are spaces for entering 
explanations of the various items; i. 
e., the total amount of Income from 
business or profession, with descrip- 
tion ("grocery", "retail clothing," 
"drug store," 'laundry," "doctor," 
"lawyer," "farmer") from rents, and 
royalties, sale of property, etc. 
Returns are required of every single 



to file a return of grcss income, re- 
gardless of the amount of net income, 
upon which the tax is assessed is a 
new provision. 

"Net income" Is gross income less 
certain deductions which are explain- 
ed on the form. 

Under each of the above conditions, 
a return must be filed even though no 
tax Is due. The exemptions are $1,000 
for single persons anil married per- 
sons not living with susband or wife. 
$2,500 for married persons living with 
husband or wife whose net Income for 
1921 was $5,000 or less and $2,000 for 
such persons whose net income was 
more than $5,000. The exemptions for 
dependent "a perso nundcr eighteen 
years of age or mentally or physical- 
ly defective" has been increased from 
$200 to $400. 

A head of a family — a single per- 
son who actually supports in one 
household one or more persons close- 
ly related to him (or her) by blood, 
marriage or adoption, is granted the 
same exemptions allowed a married 
person, but a return must be filed If 
the Income is $1,000 or over, even 
though no tax Is due. 
The normal tax rates are unchanged 
per cent, on the first $4,000 of net 
income above the exemptions and 8 
per cent on the remaining net income. 
The tax this year, as Inst, may be paid* 
In full at the time of filing the return, 
or In four equal installments, dut on 
or before March 15, June 15. Septem- 
ber 15, and December 15. 

Heavy penalties are provided by the 
r.ew revenue act for failure to file a 
return and pay the tax on time. 

Announcement will be made 
through the press of the date of re- 
lease of Forms 1040 for filing indi- 
vidual return of Income of more than 
$5,000.

acre of legumes, not Including Japan 
clover, to .every 30 acres of Improved 
It nd or about one and one-half acres 
to each farm, an amount which is 
i.iuch too small to maintain soil fer- 
tility, the specialists say. Legumes, 
which have been a neglected crop In 
the state up to the present time, are of 
tr.ore vnlue thau any other class of 
-r.jps when the fertility of the soil 
is considered, according to the spe- 
cialists. 

Red clover Is to the principal le- 
gume grown at the present time with 
soybeans second and cowpeas third. 
Japan clover grows wild extensively 
In the state and is sometimes seded 
Alfalfa Is grown largely In two coun- 
ties while several others have small 
eas. Sweet and alslke clover com- 
plete the legumoe used by farmers In 
the state. 

The chief advantage of legumes Is 
the fact that they replenish the nitro- 
gen supply of poor soils, the special- 
ists say. As soon as tho nitrogen sup- 
ply has been furnished, the soils re- 
spond to treatment with phosphate 
fertilisers, thus making possible for 
the farmers to rebuild them to a poiint 
where they produce larger crop yields. 

The Btate should have at least 1,500,- 
000 acres of clover alone for hay an 
soil improvement on cultivated land, 
according to the specialists. Most of 
the pasture land of the state also 
should be seeded with a mixture con- 
taining a legume. In cases where the 
soli requires liming before legumes 
can be made a success tho specialists 
have recommended that annual le- 
gumes be grown. Crops of this kind, 
such as cowpeas, need to be followed
